T H IM IS A B IG DIFFERENCE IN PIPES

Agitation ov er Sou th Vietnam has been 
itirred u p on a new front. 
There is new congressional criticism abou t 
the slow pare of red istribu tion of land ex pro­ 
priated from the French or secu red from Viet- 
cong forces. 
Heps. 
John 
Moss 
and Ogd en 
R. 
Reid 
rapped the slow pace followed by the Saigon 
gov ernment in land reform. They charged a 
Vletcong program has d istribu ted fiv e times as 
mu ch land among Sou th Vietnamese as the 
gov ernment process. 
The representativ es, who worked on a y et-to- 
be-released report on Sou th Vietnam’s land re­ 
form, called on Secretary of State Dean Ru sk to 
“take su ch action as is necessary to make cry s­ 
tal clear to the gov ernment of Sou th Vietnam 
the imperativ e natu re of its u nd ertaking a tru e 
commitment of action with regard to the press­ 
ing prrblems of land reform.” 
Secretary Ru sk replied he feit the Sou th Viet­ 
namese gov ernment had taken an encou raging 
stand on the red istribu tion of land . 
Rep. Reid said the present 247 acres max i­ 
mu m per person was ex cessiv e and shou ld be 


red u ced to 7 to 10 acres as in Sou th Korea and 
Japan. This wou ld permit more Sou th Viet­ 
namese to benefit from the program, he said . 
Both Hou se members were enthu siastic abou t 
the broad popu lar su pport that cou ld be at­ 
tained by effectiv e land d istribu tion*. 
They said the pled ges mad e by Presid ent 
Ngu y en Van Thieu last Nov ember are encou r­ 
aging bu t meaningless withou t some action. 
The Saigon gov ernment has been In power 
only a month and a half bu t opposition is 
mou nting d aily . 
No one x pected ov ernight miracles. It was 
ex pected that some steps wou ld be taken 
immed iately perhaps steps that wou ld pro­ 
d u ce more of a sy mbolic effect than real re­ 
su lts. A significant hiring or firing wou ld hav e 
the job d one. 
Ju st enou gh to keep aliv e the hope of coming 
changes aimed at bettering the lot of all Sou th 
Vietnamese. 
It takes time to bring ab'u t reform in a na­ 
tion. Howev er, gov ernment officials cannot af­ 
ford to let time slip away withou t making some 
progress. They may not get a second chance.

He d escribes the gov ernment the United 
States claims to be u phold ing as “those crooks 
in Saigon” and contend ? the gov ernment’ oppo­ 
nents are merely seeking a better life. 
He said these things in a taped interv iew with 


U S Rep. William F. Ry land . D-N.Y. His re­ 
marks were remind fu l of opinions v oiced in 1947 
by Gen. Albert Wed emey er, who had been com­ 
missioned by Presid ent Tru man to prepare a 
report on China, then a major ally of the United 
States. 
What Gen. Wed emey er said then and later 
was that the gov ernment of Chiang Kai-shek, 
whom he esteemed highly , was so corru pt it 
had lost the confid ence of the people and there 
wasn't mu ch to choose between it and its Com­ 
mu nist opposition. 
The gist of his opinion was that good inten­ 
tions of the United States had been thwarted by 
the corru pt practices of the Asiatics. That was 
20 y ears ago. We su spect Asiatics hav en’t 
changed mu ch.

Vietn am Position Clear 


Presid ent Johnson’s telev ision 
appearance 
cleared u p one point that has been bothering a 
lot of Americans. 
It was the Presid ent’s intention to ex u d e an 
air of strength and d etermination. He wanted to 
be certain ev ery one got the message that the 
ccmmand er-in-chief was not d ev iating from his 
cou rse in Vietnam. Ev ery one got the message. 
There was another part of the message, how­ 
ev er, that interested antiwar people. It came 
when the Presid ent ad mitted that talks between 
the National Liberation Front and Sou th Viet­ 
namese lead ers cou ld lead to positiv e resu lts. 
It is a significant point, becau se there has 
been high-lev el resistance in Sou th Vietnam to 
d ealings with the Viet Cong political arm. 
The Presid ent d id not go so far as to say a 
coalition gov ernment with Viet Cong represen­ 
tation wou ld be acceptable. He d id ind icate the 
United States wou ld like to see talks held be­ 
tween the prime antagnoists. 
Reaction came qu ickly from Saigon. Presi­ 


d ent Ngu y en Van Thieu said he wou ld consent 
to talk to NLF people only if they were willing 
to renou nce their cau se and giv e their alle­ 
giance to Saigon. 
The strict stipu lation, of cou rse, ru les ou t any 
d ialogu e between the warring factions. If the 
NLF member d efects to Saigon, he is no longer 
an enemy bu t an ally . Bu t can people on the 
same sid e work ou t an agreement for peace 
withou t inclu d ing the enemy ? 
Presid ent Johnson, while remaining firm, still 
wou ld like to see an agreement qu ickly as pos­ 
sible. That apparently was d ie reason for his 
pu blic statement on the u sefu lness of talks in­ 
clu d ing tne NLF. 
Presid ent Thieu may not wish to hav e any ­ 
thing to d o with the Viet Cong, bu t he cannot 
ignore Presid eni Johnson’s position. There are 
sev eral reasons he shou ld listen when the Presi­ 
d ent of the United States makes a policy stato- 
ment—abou t 475,000 of them, as a matter of 
fact. 


Brid ge Suits a Certain ty 


A lot more is going to be said abou t the Ohio 
Riv er brid ge traged y . 
It will be in the form of blame-placing It will 
be in the form of su its filed by su rv iv ors of v ic­ 
tims. The qu estion “Why ?” will be arou nd for a 
long time. 
People are asking “Why d id it happen?” 
They shou ld be askiig “Why was it permitted 
to happen?” 
The answer is neglect Pu re and simple neg­ 
lect. 
Motorists' anx iou s reports of impend ing d isas­ 
ter were shru gged off. Somewhere in the maze 
of officiald om, responsibility was going arou nd 
in circles. 
It will be easy for official lips to spew forth 


ex cu ses of temporary repairs, lack of money 
for new brid ges, or that the collapse was a 
freak occu rrence — bey ond their control. 
They will say hind sight has mad e ev ery one a 
brid ge ex pert. Bu t they cannot escape the fact 
they were charged with the responsibility of the 
safety of brid ge trav elers. 
West Virginia Atty . Gen. C. Doiaald Robertson 
is ex pecting a flood of claims if m estates of 
those killed . He anticipates the su its will ru n 
into millions. 
It is going to be d ifficu lt for West Virginia to 
prov e it met its responsibility in maintaining 
the safety of a brid ge that now lies on the bot­ 
tom of the Ohio Riv er.

NEW YORK — Now there is great beating of 
breasts and pou nd ing of tables becau se it has 
been “d iscov ered ” that friend s, allies, associ­ 
ates and bod y gu ard s of ex tortionist Johnny Dio, 
•cion of the Lu chese Cosa 
Nostra combine, are so pow­ 
erfu l they can cripple the sky ­ 
rocketing mu ltibillion d ollar 
air freight ind u stry . 
Why all this latter-d ay fu ­ 
ror? This has been d ev eloping 
for more than a d ecad e. The 
sy nd icates alway s d o what 
comes natu rally . There are 
now 171 all-cargo aerial jet 
freighters carry ing 9 billion 
v u tar a 
ton miles of cargo a y ear. And by 1971 another 
186 su ch air freighters capable cf carry ing an­ 
other 9 .1 billion ton miles will be afloat. 
This cu ts d own on old -fashioned water front 
freighters, into the hold s of which are going 
more and more steel containers. This makes it 
d ifficu lt to pilfer. So the mod ern mu scle mag­ 
nate began looking to the airport freight hau ­ 
lage bu siness. 
As alway s, Johnny Dio, perpetu al ex -conv ict, 
friend of the inner Lu schese men, was told to 
mov e swiftly . 
Dio long ago learned it is alway s a comfort to 
control the u nions in the field of new enter­ 
prises. So big Johnny McNamara, frieend of 
Johnny and Tommy Dio who long ago were 
placed in the Cosa Nostra by Joe Valachi’s Sen­ 
ate testimony , became head of the key Team­ 
sters Local 29 5 at New York’s Kenned y Airport 
in 1955. 
The Fed eral Av iation Ad ministration knew 
this. So d id the Civ il Aeronau tics Board . So d id 
the Ju stice Dept. So d id the compliance section 
of the Disclosu re Div ision of the U.S. Dept, of 
Labor. 


THEY KNEW MORE. *fbey knew that d eep 
In this were su ch mu scle men as Harry Dav i- 
d off and Joseph Cu rcio who hav e alway s 
worked with Dio. They were with Dio when he 
was presid ent of something called Local 649 of 
the U.A.W. (not to be confu sed with the United 
Au to Workers of Detroit). Dav id off was secre- 
tary -treasu rer of this thing. Then he sent his 
members a letter say ing that effectiv e Ju ly 1, 
1956, Local 6 49 wou ld be changed to the Ware­ 
hou se and Processing Employ es Union, Local 
258, International Brotherhood cf Teamsters. 
“Su ch change, in name only d oes not inv olv e 
any change in its officers or membership,” he 
wrote. 


Then came other switches in locals inv estiga­ 
tions. Dio went to prison, and retu rned to lu sh 
su bu rban liv ing. Soon his friend McNamara 
was presid ent of Teamsters airport tru cking Lo­ 
cal 295. He resigned and secretary - treasu rer 
Dav id off took ov er the local. 
Ex -conv ict Cu rcio went on the pay roll of an 
air freight hau lage company . All end s were 
being worked . The airlines. National, American 
and Northwest, hav e been pressu red . There was 
the u su al ru n of mu scle applied to hau lage 
companies d eliv ery ing freight to the airports. 
Slowly Local 295 grew powerfu l. It took 
members from other teamsters ou tfits and no 
ou tcry was mad e either at the New York Joint 
Cou ncil or at the national head qu arters lev el. It 
went on silently . Airport freight d eliv ery firms 
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which d ealt with other teamsters locals fou nd 
themselv es harassed . 
Thu s, the friend s of Dio, who listens hard 
when the Lu chese sy nd icate chiefs talk, soon 
were in a position to cripple d eliv eries of 
freight, fu el or any thing d estined to fly ou t of 
Kenned y , the world ’s biggest air freight d epot. 
The operation was ambitiou s. Tod ay Kenned y 
Airport; tomorrow, Newark, Miami, Chicago, 
San Francisco — any place into which the lo­ 
cal’s friend s cou ld barge. 
If Local 295 cou ld take the ju risd iction from 
other teamsters kcals on Long Island , why not 
in Florid a or on the Great Lakes or in Chicago. 


ONE OF THE WITNESSES told an inv estiga­ 
tor for the New York State Committee on 
Inv estigation that “within a y ear or two, they 
wou ld hav e had all this tied u p and nobod y 
cou ld come In here (Kenned y ) withou t their 
okay .” 


If the mob cou ld get its troops into the local, 
they cou ld d ev elop an intelligence serv ice so 
v ast it cou ld spot shipments coming in from an­ 
y where across the U.S. — or the world . 
"The local is of importance not only for pres­ 
su re in the labor relations area,” one inv estiga­ 
tor said , “bu t also for u se as a method for infil­ 
tration. It wou ld take only a hand fu l of mem­ 
bers to spot the key secu rity sections, the ware­ 
hou ses. or scan the bills of lad ing on incoming 
shipments of gold , d iamond s, and other v alu ­ 
able cargo. Then they cou ld tell airport em­ 
ploy es to go take a walk at a certain moment 
and who wou ld not go for su ch a stroll after 
su ch a su ggestion?” 
All this was known to many law enforcement 
agencies. Bu t only the New York State Inv esti­ 
gation Commission head ed by My les Lane d id 
mov e. 
Why ? Becau se there ju st is not enou gh man­ 
power elsehwere. The Labor Dept.’s compliance 
d iv ision has 19 men fcr its entire New York 
section reaching u pstate and ou t to Long Island . 
For the 13 state-Washington D.C. region head ­ 
qu artered in New York there are only 70 profes­ 
sionals. 
For the entire nation, the Labor Dept, has bu t 
200 men. As for the Ju stice Dept. Criminal Di­ 
v ision “labor d esk" of the Organized Crime sec­ 
tion, it has six , possibly eight, lawy ers now to 
cov er the entire cou ntry . 
The mu scle men ou tnu mber the law enforce­ 
ment men in the labor racketeering areans by 
hu nd red s to one. 
So no wond er the more things change, the 
more they are the same for the Johnny Dios.

Nix o n 


IF THE Repu blican National Conv ention were 
held now, former Vice Presid ent Nix on wou ld 
be nominated by a wid e margin. 
This Is ind icated by the latest Gallu p Poll, 
which canv assed Repu blican cou nty chairmen 
throu ghou t the cou ntry . 
Gov . Reagan of California, the second choice, 
was ou tnu mbered by more than 2-to-1. 
The oils by no means fu rnish conclu siv e 
proof that the Repu blican party nex t su mmer 
will consid er only the former v ice presid ent. It 
is ev id ent there ere cleav ages within the party , 
and the su pport or “fav orite sons’’ by d elega­ 
tions in many states u su ally means that, when 
the final balloting takes place, those d elagations 
which are asked to choose between the top can­ 
d id ates may swing their d elegates to either one 
of them or to none of them. 
This is the time when a “d ark horse’’ has an 
ev en chance if it is apparent a solid bloc of 
v otes in opposition to the top man can prev ent 
his nomination. 
Thou gh the conv ention is sev eral months 
away , the reasons why Mr. Nix on and Gov . 
Reagan are ru nning first and second in most 
sections of the cou ntry , while Gov . Rockefeller 
is matching Mr. Nix cn in the East, are signifi­ 
cant. 
The Repu blican party has by no means 
achiev ed u nity since its schisms in the 1964 
conv ention. Gov . Rockfeller, for instance, d id n’t 
su pport Sen. Gold water in the election cam­ 
paign, and this has not been forgotten in many 
Repu blican state and cou nty organizations. 
The basis of Mr. Nix on’s strength is the fact 
he serv ed eight y ears as v ice presid ent along­ 
sid e Presid ent Eisenhower and is presu med to 
be familiar with national and international qu es­ 
tions 
Gov . Romney of Michigan now is making a 
trip arou nd the world , u nqu estionably for pu r­ 
poses of political pu blicity . He wants to giv e the 
impression he is stu d y ing international prob­ 
lems first-hand . 
Bu t, while relations with foreign cou ntries are 
an important phase of the presid ency , the tend ­ 
ency is to giv e first consid eration to the man 
who best u nd erstand s d omestic problems. There 
are ind ications that, althou gh the Vietnam War 
is an issu e of major Importance, it by no means 
transcend s d omestic issu es which are closer to 
home and tou ch the pocketbook of the v oter. 
Qu estions like inflation, cost of liv ing, crime, 
riots and ex cessiv e spend ing by gov ernment 
hav e far more weight than the controv ersy ov er 
the Vietnam War. 
Delegates to a national conv ention are eager 
to pick as a cand id ate the ind iv id u al they feel 
has the best chance of winning.They also are 
Inclined to fav or someone with whom they are 
acqu ainted . 


Former Vice Presid ent Nix on has mad e many 
a trip throu ghou t the cou ntry talking to local 
organizations and campaigning for Repu blican 
cand id ates. He probably knows more politicians 
than any other man mentioned for the Repu bli­ 
can presid ential nomination. He has, therefore, 
political ex perience as well as a knowled ge cf 
gov ernmental problems. This giv es him the 
lead at present. 


The qu estion Is where will Gov . Romney ’s 
su pport go if it becomes apparent that the 
Michigan gov ernor cannot make the grad e? The 
chances are mu ch of it wou ld go to Nix on. 
The Rockefeller strength, on the other hand , 
may shift to a “d ark horse" or someone not at 
the moment consid ered to be in the ru nning. 
The New York gov ernor wou ld hav e been a 
mu ch more seriou s contend er at this time if he 
had been a stomg su pporter of the 1964 Repu b­ 
lican ticket. Party loy alty is still, as it alway s 
had been a strong su pporter of the 1964 Repu b- 
cians when they come to choosing presid ential 
cand id ates. 


The assu mption of many Repu blicans tod ay is 
that Presid ent Johnson has less than an ev en 
chance to win re-election. 


Bu t in the first six months of 1968, he will 
hav e an opportu nity to improv e his position, 
particu larly if the Vietnam War can be brou ght 
to an honorable conclu sion. 


It is far easier to pred ict tod ay who will be 
the Repu blican nominee than it is to tell who 
actu ally will be elected In Nov ember 1968.
